Although  Northwest- 
ern has  undergone 
many  changes  and 
improvements  during  the  past 
year,  there  are  still  exciting 
things  to  come. 

The  firm  of  Lane  L.  Marshall 
and  Associates  of  College 
Station,  Texas,  and  Ruston  has 
been  retained  by  Northwest- 
ern to  prepare  a  site  improve- 
ment and  beautification 
master  plan  for  the  916-acre 
main  campus. 

According  to  Lane  Marshall, 
landscape  architect,  the  intent 
of  the  master  planning  process 
is  to  identify  and  evaluate 
existing  site  development 
features  and  make  recommen- 
dations for  changes  and  im- 
provements. 

Prior  to  1940,  Northwestern 
was  a  tightly-concentrated 
walking  campus.  The  build- 
ings were  physically  arranged 
into  a  dormitory  quadrangle 
and  an  academic  quadrangle. 
A  "wonderful  sense  of  scale 
and  place  prevailed"  on  cam- 
pus, Marshall  said. 


Following  World  War  11,  the 
campus  experienced  a  tremen- 
dous growth.  New  dormito- 
ries, classrooms  and  service 
buildings  were  constructed  at 
ever-increasing  distances  from 
the  original  campus  core. 

During  this  period  of 
growth,  the  automobile,  its 
movement  and  parking  played 
a  significant  role  in  decisions 
about  how  the  campus  grew 
and  was  organized. 

"Road  and  parking  lots  occu- 
pied spaces  where  cows  once 
grazed  and  the  old  walking 
campus  gave  way  to  a  far  less 
attractive  and  pedestrian- 
unfriendly  place,"  Marshall 
said.  "While  the  campus  of 
1987  is  still  considered  a 
unique  and  attractive  place, 
much  can  be  done  to  improve 
its  visual  quality  and  enhance 
the  day-to-dav  experience  of 
faculty,  staff,  student  and  visi- 
tor alike." 

He  said  the  master  planning 
team  will  look  closelv  at  exist- 
ing pedestrian  and  vehicular 
circulation  patterns  and  will  at- 
tempt to  redefine  the  patterns 
when  appropriate.  The  team 
will  also  look  at  defining  new 
pedestrian  places  and  creating 
stronger  pedestrian  linkages 
between  buildings,  particu- 
larly between  the  Student 
Union  and  Watson  Memorial 
Library.

"Current  conceptual  plan- 
ning is  exploring  the  closing  of 
Caspari  Street  from  the  natato- 
rium  to  the  football  stadium 
and  removal  of  the  traffic 
light,"  Marshall  said.  "A  ve- 
hicular turn-around  would  be 
located  at  the  natatorium  and 
southwest  of  the  athletic 
fieldhouse." 

He  added,  "Current  concep- 
tual thinking  is  also  exploring  a 
major  pedestrial  spine  con- 
necting the  Student  Union  and 
Watson  Library.  Auto  parking 
east  of  Kyser  and  Williamson 
halls  and  west  of  Fornet  Hall 
would  be  relocated.  Pedestrian 
connections  from  the  dormito- 
ries would  provide  pleasant 
and  more  convenient  access  to 
the  spine  of  the  campus." 

Marshall  said  the  planning 
team  is  also  looking  at  the 


development  of  a  President's 
Garden  to  the  west  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Home,  a  master  tree 
plan  for  the  entire  campus,  a 
new  location  for  fraternity  and 
sorority  houses,  a  walkway 
system  with  seating  along 
Chaplin's  Lake,  a  lake  and  pic- 
nic area  in  the  pasture  west  of 
the  track  and  another  lake  at 
the  intersection  of  Louisiana  6 
and  Tarlton  Drive. 

"The  planning  team's  effort 
is  still  at  a  very  conceptual 
stage,"  Marshall  said.  "An  aer- 
ial photograph  and  topograph- 
ical map  is  currently  being 
prepared  for  the  campus. 
When  complete,  these  docu- 
ments will  provide  the  plan- 
ning team  with  the  data  they 
need  to  complete  their  plan- 
ning effort."

Lynda  Tabor,  registrar 
said  the  university  also  re- 
corded a  substantial  in- 
crease of  full-time  students. 
The  full-time  enrollment 
this  fall  of  3,566  was  an  in- 
crease of  20.6  percent  over 
last  year's  full-time  student 
count  of  2,956. 

Enrollment  on  the  Natchi- 
toches campus  also  in- 
creased. On  the  main 
campus,  3,665  students  en- 
rolled this  fall  which  is  up  by 

14.3  percent  o\er  last  year's 
campus  enrollment  of  3,207. 
lull-time  enrollment  on  the 
Natchitoches  campus  in- 
creascti  by  18.6  percent,  up 
from  2,590  to  3,072. 

Up  also  for  the  1987  fall 
term  was  the  average  ACT 
scores  of  Northwestern's 
first-time  students.  The  a\- 
erage  score  of  freshmen  was 

17.4  compared  to  15.4  last 
year.  The  ACT  average  in- 
creased this  year  by  13  per- 
cent and  is  higher  than  the 
statewide  a\erage  of  16.9 
percent. 

In  dormitory  occupancy, 
a  37.1  percent  increase  was 
reported.  The  university 
housed  1,530  students  in 
dormitories  this  year  com- 
pared ti>  1,1 16  last  \ear. 

President  Ki>bert  Alost 
called  the  fall  enri>llmenl 
figures  extremely  gratifying 
and  said,  "The  dramatic  in- 
creases in  enrollment  reflect 
the  success  of  a  \igorous 
and  aggressive  recruitment 
M\^\  i-nthusiasm  ot  the  lac- 


ull\'  and  staff  in  enhancing 
academics,  student  life  and 
the  o\erall  image  of  the  uni- 
versity." 

Alost  said  he  was  pleased 
with  the  27.4  percent  in- 
crease in  freshman  enroll- 
ment and  with  the  20.6 
percent  increase  in  full-time 
student  enrollment. 

"These  figures  shi>w  that 
the  university  is  attracting 
record  numbers  of  tradi- 
tional, full-time  students 
who  must  form  the  bedrock 
of  any  successful  institution 
of  higher  education,"  Alost 
said. 

"The  increase  in  a\erage 
ACT  scores  among  fresh- 
men from  15.4  to  17.4  over 
the  past  year  clearly  shows 
that  Northwestern  is  not 
onl\-  attracting  more  stu- 
dents but  also  students  with 
higher  academic  quality  and 
ability,"  Alost  said. 

Alost  also  pointed  out 
that  the  unixersity's  student 
credit  hour  prinluction, 
which  is  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  courses  in  which 
students  are  enrolled,  in- 
creased from  58,033  last 
year  to  69,023  this  fall.  Alost 
said  the  18.9  percent  in- 
crease was  impiutant  be- 
cause the  uni\ersity's 
funding  is  based  upon  the 
student  credit  hours  for- 
mula. 

In  addition  to  the  increase 
in  the  freshman  class,  soph- 
omore enrollment  was  up 
from  2,340  to  2,981;  juniors 
from  574  to  595;  and  seniors 
f  n>m  699  ti>  806.

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"The  increases  in  all  un- 
dergraduate classes  offer  in- 
dications that  retention  has 
improved  as  a  result  of  en- 
riched academic  programs, 
expanded  student  life  op- 
portunities and  improve- 
ments in  dormitories, 
dining  halls  and  other  phys- 
ical facilities." 

Northvvestern's  total  en- 
rollment of  6,091  includes 
3,665  on  the  Natchitoches 
campus,  934  at  Leesville- 
Fort  Polk,  836  in  Shreve- 
port,  574  in  Alexandria  and 
82  in  other  off-campus  pro- 
grams.

I.D.  checks  added  to  dorm  security. 


Significant  improve- 
ments in  security,  housing 
and  food  service  were  macie 
at  Northwestern  this  fall. 
On-campus  dormitory  liv- 
ing is  now  a  more  secure, 
comfortable  and  fulfilling 
experience  for  students. 

The  most  noticeable 
change  affecting  the  quality 
of  student  life  on  the  Natchi- 
toches campus  is  the  in- 
creased security  in  and 
around  residence  halls.  The 
extra  security  makes  dormi- 
tory living  safer  while  allow- 
ing greater  freedom  of 
movement  for  occupants. 

For  the  first  time  at  North- 
western, seven  resident  hall 


security  officers  were 
placed  in  the  dormitories  by 
University  Police.  Providing 
low-level  law  enforcement, 
security  officers  are  on  duty 
everv  night  from  9  p.m.  to  3 
a.m. 

According  to  University 
Police  Chief  Crawford  Fick- 
lin,  each  of  the  security  offi- 
cers is  unarmed  and  carries 
no  authority  or  power  of  ar- 
rest. However,  security  offi- 
cers are  in  constant  radio 
contact  with  University  Po- 
lice dispatchers.  The  pri- 
mary responsibility  of 
security  officers  is  to  work 
with       house       directors

in  eliminating  "undesir- 
ahle"  people  from  congre- 
gating in  dormitory  lobbies. 

Ficklin  said  resident  hall 
seciirits'  officers  are  non- 
student^  hired  b\'  the 
universit\'  as  part-time  em- 
ployeis.  The  officers  work 
primarily  in  the  lobbies  of 
the  residence  halls  and  are 
not  allowed  to  go  on  dorm 
floors  unless  accompanied 
bv  a  house  director  or  resi- 
dent hall  assistant. 

"The  feedback  we  ha\e 
received  since  this  program 
was  instituted  this  fall  tells 
us  that  having  the  services 
1)1  a  resident  hall  seciiritx'  oi- 
ficer  in  the  dormitory  has 
made  a  tremendous  differ- 
ence in  the  attitude  of  the 
students,"  Ficklin  said. 

Me  added,  "Around  tln' 
lobby  of  the  dormitory,  es- 
pecial Iv,  we  have  all  but 
eliminated  an\'  undesirable 
persons  trom  the  dormiti)r\' 
lobby.  House  directors  have 
so  man\'  other  responsibili- 
ties, including  giving  their 
attention  to  an\'  mti'mal 
problem  that  might  arise  in 
the  dormitory,  that  they  are 
not  alwa\s  in  a  position  to 
monitor  \\  hat  is  happening 
in  till'  lobin  area.  This  realK' 
is  w  hen  the  role  of  the  resi- 
dent hall  security  officer  be- 
comes an  important  one." 

1  hi'  outside  doors  cil 
Norlhwestern's  ri-sidi-nt 
halls  are  secured  at  10:30

ter  doors  are  locked,  resi- 
dent hall  securit\'  officers 
check  student  identification 
cards  to  ensure  that  onh'  au- 
thorized people  are  admit- 
ted to  the  halls. 

Occupants  oi  the  resi- 
dence halls  are  not  the  only 
ones  appreciative  of  North- 
western's  dormitory  secu- 
rity. Parents  whose  children 
are  living  away  from  home, 
many  for  the  first  time,  ha\e 
been  given  an  added  "peace 
of  mind." 

While  resident  hall  secu- 
rity officers  are  primarily  re- 
stricted to  duties  inside 
dormitories,  campus  walk- 
ers patrol  the  grounds  sur- 
rounding the  halls  and 
pedestrian  routes  leading 
from  academic  buildings 
and  areas  of  student  activ- 
ity. Ihe  walkers,  who  are  on 
duty  from  6  p.m.  to  2  a.m. 
each  night,  are  non- 
uniformed  students  who 
also  proxide  escort  ser\ices 
upon  request. 

Additiimal  residence  hall 
securitN'  measures  are  pro- 
vided b\  student  securit\ 
monitors.  C^n  dut\  ^\^on^  7 
p.m.  to  7  a.m.  nightly,  seen 
rity  monitors  are  responsi 
ble  for  checking  outside 
dciors  aiul  reporting  iiui- 
dents  to  house  directors. 

This  fall  Northwestern 
employed  fi\e  full-lime 
house  directors.  The  housi 
directors  ,\\v  mature  .\n\.\  re 
sponsible  adults  who  are 
able  to  manage  resident 
halls  lh.it  housi"  students

In  a  sense,  Northwestern 
has  returned  the  "tradi- 
tional" \alues  to  the  role  of 
full-time  house  director. 

Last  summer  Northwest- 
ern spent  thousands  of 
dollars  reno\ating  and  Lip- 
grading  residence  halls. 
Boo/man  Hall,  formerly 
Louisiana  Hall,  was  com- 
pletely renovated.  Boozman 
houses  female  students  en- 
rolled in  the  Louisiana 
Scholars'  College  and 
Northwestern.  In  Sabine 
Hall,  which  houses  North- 
western female  students, 
painting  was  the  primarv 
project.  In  Rapides,  North- 
western's  men's  dt>rni, 
ceilings  were  replacecT  re- 
strooms  repaired  and  exten- 
sive painting  completed. 

Fred  Fulton,  jr.,  director 
of  Student  Life,  said  fur- 
nishings ha\  e  been  replaced 


in  se\  eral  o\  the  dormitories 
in  order  to  create  a  more 
comfortable  and  home-like 
atmosphere  for  students. 

Also  on  Norlhwestern's 
list  of  major  impro\ements 
is  AR.A  Food  Service,  Inc., 
thi'  university's  new  food 
service  contractor.  ARA 
provides  students  with  effi- 
cient board  plans,  catering 
and  a  \arietv  of  other  food 
services. 

Noteworthy  is  the  fact 
that  in  Iberville  Dining  Hall, 
students  now  have  a  choice 
of  1  ^  entrees  each  day,  com- 
pared to  two  entrees  per  day 
last  year. 

Extensive  phvsical  im- 
provements were  made  in 
the  Student  Union  Building 
to  accommodate  a  bakerv, 
ice  cream  shop,  pizza  par- 
lor, delicatessen  and  a  new 
outdoor  sidewalk  cixie. 
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"Library  Supports 
NSU  Curriculum 


Northwestern's  Watson 
Library  serves  as  a  primary 
link  to  the  information  soci- 
ety for  students  and  faculty. 

The  library  contains  more 
than  284,000  books  and 
bound  periodical  volumes, 
subscribes  to  more  than  2,000 
periodical  and  serial  titles 
and  houses  a  large  collection 
of  U.S.  Government  docu- 
ments. It  also  houses  more 
than  500,000  microforms.  Al- 
though covering  many  sub- 
ject areas,  the  collections 
concentrate  on  materials 
which  support  Northwest- 
em's  curriculum. 

Many  services  provided  by 
the  library  are  automated, 
using  the  latest  computer 
technologies.  One  system, 
developed  in-house,  is  used 
for  checking  out  books  and 
for  maintaining  circulation 
records.

The  library  participates  in 
Online  Computer  Library 
Center  (OCLC),  a  system  that 
provides  cataloging  informa- 
tion and  interlibrarv  loans 
with  more  than  6,000  other  li- 
braries. Interlibrary  loans, 
lenc^ing  and  borrowing  books 
from  other  libraries,  are  proc- 
essed online  through  OCLC. 
Other  automated  functions 
include  the  processing  of  se- 
rials claims  and  online  data- 
base searching  for  faculty, 
students  anci  staff.

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Although  he  retired 
in  1986,  George 
Stokes  is  not  con- 
tent with  sitting  back  and 
kicking  off  his  shoes. 

Stokes,  who  received  his 
A.B.  in  social  studies  from 
Louisiana  State  Normal  Col- 
lege in  1942,  has  worked 
with  Northwestern  since 
1949  when  he  was  hired  as 
professor  of  geography  and 
geology.  Stokes  is  best 
known  as  "Dean  Stokes" 
since  he  served  as  dean  of 
arts  and  sciences  for  20 
years  at  Northwestern. 
I'rior  to  his  retirement, 
Stokes  served  as  vice  presi- 
dent for  three  years. 

Stokes,  vice  president 
emeritus  of  university  af- 
fairs, may  also  be  remem- 
bered as  the  man  who  had 
the  quadrangle  of  North- 
western's  campus  placed  on 
the  National  Register  of  His- 
toric Places  during  the  late 
1970's.  The  quadrangle  at 
that  time  consisted  of 
Caldwell,  Russell  and  War- 
ren Faston  halls  and  the  Bui- 
lard  mansion  columns. 

Since  his  retirement, 
Stokes  has  been  busy  in  a 
variety  of  projects.  His  most 
recent  is  the  publication  of  a 
book  he  co-aulhored  with 
I  liram  Ciregory,  Northwest- 
ern professor  of  anthropol- 
ogy, and  Fred  Kniffen,  Boyd 
IVotessor  emeritus  of  geog- 
raphy and  anthropology  at 
LSU.

"  I'his  new  book  tells  how 
tlie  old  tribes  were  turned 
into  migrant  peoples  whose 
abandoned  homesites  were 
largelv  taken  up  b\'  other 
groups  who  had  been  ex- 
pelled from  their  own  an- 
cient homes.  Indian 
lifestyles  are  described  in 
some  detail,  as  are  the  Indi- 
<ins'  long  continuing  efforts 
to  survive  in  world  that  had 
turned  iiostiie,"  Stokes  said. 


Stokes  believes  the  book 
is  significant  due  to  three  of 
its  major  attributes:  cover- 
ing a  section  o\  Indian  his- 
tor\'  often  ignored  b\' 
historians,  a  thorough  com- 
pilation of  references  at  the 
end  of  each  chapter  and  tell- 
ing the  histor\'  o\  archeol- 
og\  in  1  iHiisiana. 

"1  think  this  is  b\  lar  tlie 
most  complete  compilation 
of  references  on  the  sub- 
ject," Stokes  said  of  the  ex- 
tensix  e  reterencing. 


Ihe  book  also  contains  30 
illustrations,  photographs 
and  maps.  "We  took  a  three- 
wav  path  in  compiling  the 
book:  text,  references  and  il- 
lustrations," Stokes  said. 

"I  like  research  and  writ- 
ing and  1  enjoyed  this  (co- 
authoring  the  book).  Even 
though  I'm  retired  1  plan  to 
keep  up  .\nd  di>  things  I  ha- 
ven't done  before,"  Stokes 
said  oi  his  future  plans. 
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Family 
Tradition 


Thomas 
Bradley  Jr.  of  Me- 
tairie  enrolled  as 
a  freshman  at  Northwestern 
for  the  fall  1987  term,  he  was 
continuing  a  family  tradi- 
tion that  dates  back  to  just 
after  the  turn  of  the  century. 

Since  1905, 15  members  of 
Bradley's  family — including 
his  parents,  grandmother 
and  great-grandmother — 
have  attended  Northwest- 
ern or  Normal,  as  the 
university  was  known  in  its 
early  years. 

An  electronic  engineering 
technology  major,  Bradley 
said  his  family's  long  and 
close  association  with 
Northwestern  began  when 
his  great-grandmother,  Ga- 
brielle  Briant  Chabaud,  left 
her  home  in  Matthews  in 
1905  to  study  teaching  at 
Normal. 

Chabaud,  who  celebrated 
her  100th  birthday  in  Octo- 
ber, has  often  vague  but 
sometimes  vivid  memories 
of  her  two  years  at  Normal 
School.  She  recently  asked 
her  great-grandson  if  the 
"tall  white  columns  are  still 
standing,"  a  question  she 
also  asked  her  granddaugh- 
ter, Cheryl  Chabaud  Brad- 
ley, in  the  1960's. 

Now  residing  in  St.  An- 
thony's Nursing  Home  in 
Metairie,  Chabaud  has  four 
sons,  14  grandchildren  and 
14 great-grandchildren.  Her 
offspring  and  members  of 
their  families  have  contin- 
ued the  association  with 
Northwestern     that     she

Started  more  than  80  years 
ago. 

Her  relatives  have  been 
enrolled  at  Northwestern 
during  every  decade  since 
she  rode  a  train  from  Mat- 
thews to  Normal  as  a  pretty, 
petite  young  girl  with  long, 
wavy  black  hair  down  to  her 
knees. 

She  remembered  the  train 
stopping  at  the  entrance  of 
the  school  to  let  her  off  and 
that  President  Beverly 
Caldwell  personally  met 
most  of  the  students  who  ar- 
rived at  the  campus  by  rail. 

At  that  time  there  were 
601  students  at  Normal — 
compared  to  more  than 
6,000  now — and  Chabaud 
remembered  that  all  the 
girls  in  her  class  stayed  to- 


gether as  a  group  in  the 
school's  "boarding"  facili- 
ties. 

Chabaud  recalled  the 
black  skirts  and  white 
blouses  that  girls  at  Normal 
wore  in  those  days.  She  said 
the  food  in  the  dining  hall 
was  excellent  and  that  she 
enjoyed  membership  in  var- 
ious campus  clubs.  Her  fa- 
vorite classes  were  piano 
and  violin. 

Forced  to  leave  Normal 
before  graduation  due  to  the 
illness  of  her  father,  Cha- 
baud was  still  able  to  acquire 
a  position  as  an  English 
teacher  at  public  schools  in 
the  Lockport-  Golden 
Meadow  area.  She  married 
William  Chabaud  in  1913. 

Gabrielle  Chabaud  still  re- 


members some  of  her  teach- 
ers at  Normal  and  some  of 
her  classmates  like  A.C. 
Bernard,  who  became  su- 
perintendent of  schools. 

She  expressed  pride  that 
her  great-grandson,  the 
fourth  generation  in  the 
family  to  attend  Northwest- 
ern, is  continuing  the  tradi- 
tion she  started.  Thomas 
Bradley,  Jr.  is  also  proud  of 
the  tradition. 

His  parents,  Thomas 
Bradley  Sr.  and  Cheryl  Cha- 
baud Bradley,  graduated 
from  Northwestern  in  1966. 
His  grandmother.  Flora 
Graves  Bradley,  is  a  1937 
graduate.  He  also  had 
aunts,  great-aunts,  great- 
great-aunts  and  cousins  at 
Northwestern,  including 
Vera  Ballard  Hill,  Sarah  Bal- 
lard Keyes  Fullilove,  Neva 
Graves  Noah,  Maurice 
Graves  Hill,  Loneta  Graves, 
Lessie  Hardin  Loyd,  Bobby 
Leach,  Quentin  Loyd,  Alma 
Bivens,  Omah  Bivens  and 
Sarah  Reneau. 

All  of  the  women  in  the 
family  who  attended  Nor- 
mal or  Northwestern — 
except  Loneta  Graves — 
became  teachers.  Graves  re- 
tired from  Northwestern  in 
the  late  1970's  after  a  long 
and  distinguished  career  at 
the  university.  She  was  vice 
president  of  financial  affairs 
at  the  time  of  her  retire- 
ment. 

So  Gabrielle  Chabaud, 
even  at  the  age  of  100, 
still  has  fond  memories 
of  the  Normal  School.  Also, 
her  association  with  the 
institution — which  has  been 
strengthened  and  main- 
tained by  generations 
of  family  members  that 
followed  her — lives  on 
now  through  her  great- 
grandson,  Thomas  Bradley,

The  f  irst-of-its  kind  test  of 
citizen-soldier  readiness  in- 
yolyed  more  than  1,000  U.S. 
Army  Reseryists  from  four 
states  conducting  basic 
training  for  629  new  Army 
enlistees.  The  exercise  was 
the  largest  and  longest  mo- 
bilization mission  eyer  un- 
dertaken by  the  Army 
Reserye's  95th  Diyision 
(training),  headquartered  at 
Midwest  City,  Okla. 

The  Lone  Ironman  Exer- 
cise was  considered  unique 
because  the  mission  was 
conducted  by  reseryists  and

Crew 

As  usual,  it  was  off  to  the  races  for 
Northwestern  State's  Lady  Demons 
in  1986-87.  NSU  placed  sixth  in  the 
nation's  scoring  offense  derby  after 
finding  the  cords  for  83.1  points  per 
outing. 

The  only  problem  is  that  62.2 
points  of  that  total  were  scored  by 
players  who  weren't  around  when 
practice  tipped  off  Oct.  15,  including 
a  pair  of  Gulf  Star  conference  first 
teamers  in  MVP  Sandy  Pugh  and  for- 
ward Annie  Harris,  along  with  two- 
year  starting  center  Clara  Davis. 

So  why  the  mischievous  smile  that 
creases  the  face  of  first-year  head 
coach  James  Smith? 

One  reason  is  Lori  Martin,  the  lone 
returning  starter  who  averaged  8.1 
points  per  game  along  with  a  strong 
5.4  rebounds.  Martin  was  especially 
effective  over  the  latter  part  of  the 
'86-87  campaign,  demonstrating  a 
penetrating  first  step  and  soft  out- 
side touch  that  gave  promise  of  a 


double  digit  scoring  season  in 
1987-88. 

While  Martin  makes  up  one  third 
of  the  Lady  Demon  front  line.  Smith 
is  somewhat  estatic  about  his  power 
forward  prospect.  Returning  into  the 
NSU  fold  after  a  two  year  absence  is 
6'1"  Linda  Grayson. 

Before  leaving  the  Northwestern 
State  program  for  a  myriad  of  rea- 
sons following  the  1984-85  season, 
Grayson  provided  a  strong  inside 
shooting  touch  and  was  on  a  pace 
that  would  have  made  her  NSU's  all- 
time  rebounder. 

With  a  first  step  that  would  make 
Quick-Draw  McGraw  look  like  a 
slowpoke,  Grayson  was  unstoppa- 
ble inside,  powering  her  way  to  a 
17.5  scoring  average  and  ripping 
down  9.2  rebounds  per  outing. 

Sophomore's  Tee  Holden  (3.7  ppg, 
2.3  rpg)  and  Missy  Cathey  (2.6  ppg, 
1.6  rpg)  will  compete  for  playing 
time  after  successfully  completing 
the  transition  from  high  school 
hoops  to  the  college  game  last  year. 
Recruits  Andre  Carter,  a  6'1"  bruiser, 
and  Sonia  Cox,  another  6'1"  player, 
will  be  used  in  the  pivot.  Cox  en- 
joyed a  productive  all-star  summer 
season  and  Carter,  who  becomes  eli- 
gible in  time  for  the  Nevada-Reno 
tournament,  could  be  the  dominat- 
ing center  that  Smith  is  looking  for. 

In  the  backcourt,  junior  Michelle 
Efferson  leads  the  show  from  the 
point  guard  spot.  Efferson,  who 
spent  two  years  learning  from  two  of 
the  better  point  guards  to  ever  play 
at  NSU  in  Teressa  Thomas  and  Kristy 
Harris,  should  be  able  to  continue 
operating  the  full  throttle  offense 
that  has  become  a  Lady  Demon 
trademark.
